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Citizens Concerned With Cost 
Of Community Center Design

As a part of its regular meeting on January 27, the 
City Council held a public hearing to discuss the proposed 
program and uses for the new community center. The 
public, however, wanted to hear about the cost. 


Proposed Program 

The proposed program, pre¬ 
sented by the architectural firm 
of Keys Condon Florance, pro¬ 
vides space for each of the sug¬ 
gested uses for the center, in¬ 
cluding performing arts, visual 
arts, child care, adult day care, 
classrooms, CARES and 1 the 
News Review. Many rooms will 
have shared uses so that all 
groups requesting space have 
been accommodated, although 
most have not been assigned the 
full amount of space they re¬ 
quested. (Space for only one 
child care provider is planned, 
although two requested space). 

Barbara Simon, a member of 
the community center task force, 
called the plan “practical and 
exciting/' She cited the “syner¬ 
gistic, multigenerational uses” 
that have been included. 

While much has been done, 
Simon said, the eity needs to 
begin work in three areas to 
prepare for the transfer of own¬ 
ership of the building in the 
fall of 1993: (1) design sche¬ 
matics and architectural plans; 
(2) parking and landscaping 
for the entire Roosevelt Center 
“campus”; and (3) finances. The 
city must figure out what the 
costs will be, plan how to spend 
the approximately $3.6 million 
now available and secure funding 
for the programs included in the 
plans. 

Finances 

Joe Wilkinson took up the 
question of finances, saying “you 
have to take a strong, realistic 
look at what this is going to 
cost the city.” Noting the cur¬ 
rent budget crisis on the county, 
state and federal levels, he ques¬ 
tioned the availability of block 
grants and other government 
funds- While commending the 
task force for its hard work, he 
advised the city to “take a hard 
look—your grandchildren may be 
paying the bill.” 

Leonie Penney also advised a 
go-slow approach to incurring

debt by selling bonds. Three 
project strategies had been pro¬ 
posed for consideration: execut¬ 
ing the full building renovation 
at the projected cost of $4.9 mil¬ 
lion; renovating only as much 
of the building as the $3,6 mil¬ 
lion currently available would 
allow; and renovating the full 
building but only furnishing and 
using as much as the $3.6 million 
permits. Penney, noting that $3 
million of the available funds 
are in the form of an approved 
bond issue, suggested a fourth 
option. Don't sell all the bonds 
at once, but in $1 million incre¬ 
ments to spread out the costs 
of debt service. 


Barbara Simon cited 
the "synergistic, multi* 
generational uses" plan¬ 
ned for the Community 
Center. 


Mayor Gil Weidenfeld agreed 
that the three suggested fund¬ 
ing strategies were not the only 
ones that would be considered 
at a later public hearing when 
the business plan and costs are 
better defined. 

The only comment on the pro¬ 
posed uses of the building was 
tied to finance. Connie Davis, 
predicting that the community 
center will be 4 a money guzzler” 
once it starts operating, suggest¬ 
ed eliminating the “black box” 
theater to be built as a perform¬ 
ing arts venue- 

“The theater is for everyone. 
Not just the actors, musicians, 
performers but those who attend 
—everyone in the community can 
partake,” defended Marie Tousig- 
nant, president of the Greenbelt 
Arts Center. The group is look¬ 
ing into possible grants, she 
said, and added that there will 
be rent, service fees and per¬ 
formance revenue from the 
“black box” users. 

Move Ahead 

Weidenfeld reflected that while 
it was hard to separate program 
from costs, “we want this his¬ 
toric building to be something 
we can all be proud of.” The 
economy looks bleak now, he 
agreed, but hoped that there 
would be recovery over the next 
few years as the renovation pro¬ 
ceeds. 

Unanimously, council took the 
next step in the process by au¬ 
thorizing city staff to negotiate 
a contract with an architect to 
produce 15 to 30 percent design 
drawings and 1 cost estimates- 
These are needed to make realis¬ 
tic judgments about construc¬ 
tion and operating costs.

Syringes Should Not Be 
Loose in the Trash 

The Public Works Department 
needs the public's help. A mem¬ 
ber of the city's refuse collection 
crew has been stuck by a hypo¬ 
dermic syringe which had been 
placed in someone's refuse. The 
syringe was the disposable type 
used for insulin medication by 
diabetics. 

The young man who was hurt 
ds afraid for his health and his 
future well-being. Public Works 
Department members are, too, in 
view of today's concerns about 
the fear of hepatitis and HIV 
infection from used needles. If 
anyone has knowledge of these 
syringes, please let the Public 
Works Department know so that 
they can put his fears to rest 
and ease his concerns. 

Loose hypodermic syringes 
should not be placed in the ref¬ 
use. These syringes are consid¬ 
ered hazardous waste by Prince 
Georges County and are a real 
danger to the employees who pick 
up everyone's refuse. The Coun¬ 
ty Health Department suggests 
collecting the used syringes in 
an emtpy plastic 2-liter soft drink 
bottle and replacing the bottle's 
cap. This closed bottle can then 
be put in the regular refuse con¬ 
tainer — but not in the contain¬ 
er which is used to collect plastic 
bottles for recycling. 

If the syringes are in such a 
bottle in a person's refuse con¬ 
tainer, the city will be able to 
continue to safely collect this 
person's refuse. Should loose syr¬ 
inges continue to be found in a 
person’s refuse, the city has the 
(authority to discontinue collection 
service to protect the health and 
safety of the refuse crew.

pletion and has opened, however, 
he has had little time available. 
“At times I would have such a 
long list of things that needed 
to be done that I would come 
in as early as three in the morn¬ 
ing,” Rogala notes.

groups come together like this. 
And the box theater addition is 
part of the total package—not 
any more inportant nor any less 
important than the other uses 
offered. 

What is apparent here is that 
the community center will reflect 
not an assortment of special in¬ 
terests housed in one facility; it 
will reflect what collectively 
helps to make Greenbelt special. 
Proponents of the< community 
center are not taking a position 
which is financially irresponsi¬ 
ble. They, along with members 
of the City Council, have spoken 
about the possible need to pro¬ 
ceed in stages, as well as to pur¬ 
sue grant monies (again I urge 
the city to create a Development 
Foundation to facilitate this pro¬ 
cess), in order to bring this pro¬ 
ject to fruition in a fiscally re¬ 
sponsible manner. 

I would also contend that ad¬ 
vocates for the community cen¬ 
ter are acting in a socially re¬ 
sponsible manner, a manner con¬ 
sistent with our city’s founders 
of a planned community. Put¬ 
ting it as weld as perhaps anyone 
has was Marie Tousignant. 
Marie, at Monday’s City Council 
meeting, said “you have to have 
a dream.” She went on to per¬ 
sonalize the need to set goals. 
Thirty years ago, Marie never 
thought she’s have a house, and 
20 years ago she had doubts as 
to whether or not she could put 
her kids through college. But her 
dreams made clear that these 
things were good and necessary 
in her life and resolved, with 
help, to make it happen. 

Those who built Greenbelt in a 
depression were probably thought 
to be dreamers. But with re¬ 
solve to make it happen and the 
support of the Roosevelt Admin¬ 
istration, our city was built. While 
the challenge before us comes at a 
different time, our attitude must 
be just as resolute as the pion¬ 
eers of 1937. 

Our city is committed towards 
this project to the tune of $3.6 
million. The balance needed, as 
of today, is about $1,3 million. 
The challenge then is for us to 
develop a plan to raise the money, 
not to lower our goals. And we 
can do it!

Birds of a Feather Do Flock Together 


The sight of hundreds of black 
birds flying in a flock is not a 
remake of the movie “The 


reasons for forming flocks in¬ 
clude protection from predators 
and to help locate food. 


Birds," it's just what some 
kinds of birds naturally do dur¬ 
ing cold weather. From fall till 
early spring starlings, crows and 
grackles can travel and spend 
the night together in large 
flocks. 

iSo the sight of many black 
birds heading in the same direc¬ 
tion near sunset can mean they 
are all going to some favorite 
resting site, such as a few trees 
in a woodlot. 

According to Dr. Jane Hoff at 
the Audubon Naturalist Society, 
crows could find this a way to 
meet other crows. Crows and 
starlings do this to help keep 
warm at night. And experts 
have hypothesized that other 


But ultimately, nobody knows 
for sure all the reasons some 
kinds of birds move in flocks. 
Come springtime the flocks 
break up as birds pair off and 
make nests. 

Telling the different types of 
birds apart is easy if people look 
closely. Crows are the big, to¬ 
tally black birds. Grackles are 
a bit larger than the average 
song bird. They are all black 
with a bluish, greenish, or pur¬ 
plish gleam to their head. Their 
tails are long and seem to be 
curved like a long scoop. Star¬ 
lings are the feisty blackish 
birds that can have a gleam like 
the grackle’s but are smaller 
and this time of year they can 
look dull and scruffy.

If there is no 
time to determine a patient's 
blood type, Type 0 is used- For¬ 
ty-five out of 100 hospital pa¬ 
tients will need Type 0 blood. 
That is why the Red Cross needs 
Type O donors to give frequent¬ 
ly- 

There is also a higher number 
of Type B individuals among 
African Americans. One-quarter 
of African Americans have Type 
B blood, compared to only 12 
percent of Caucasians. In addi¬ 
tion, African Americans suffer¬ 
ing from sickle cell anemia and 
other acute or chronic illnesses 
can need frequent blood trans¬ 
fusions. These patients need 
blood closely matched for cer¬ 
tain factors which can only be 
found within their own racial 
group.

The Pool Greeters 

When you enter the pool build¬ 
ing, you will find a smiling face 
sitting behind a counter. There 
are nine pool cashiers—all part 
time and all but one residents 
of Greenbelt. The cashiers sell 
daily admissions and season 
passes, take class registrations, 
sell Greenbelt Aquatic Center 
T-shirts, combination locks and 
Sundry other items. They also 
check in pass holders, who are re¬ 
quired to leave their passes when 
they enter the facility in order to 
control admissions and keep ac¬ 
curate counts of attendance.

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Maryland Lung Association Supports 
Tougher Vehicle Emission Standards 

People who think ozone pollution isn’t much of a 
problem in Maryland should think about this startling 
fact: 89% of the state’s population live'in areas that exceed 
the federal limit for this pollutant. In fact, Maryland ranks 
in the top ten most polluted states in America. 


‘'For 80 days this past sum- 
mer, Marylanders breathed air 
that could put stress on their 
lungs,” says Rebecca Bascom, 
M.D., M.P.H., pulmonary special¬ 
ist University of Maryland Med¬ 
ical Center, and American Lung 
Association of Maryland En¬ 
vironmental and Occupational 
Health Committee Chairperson. 
“It’s like getting the equivalent 
of sunburn on the lung.” 

A recent report from the Am¬ 
erican Lung Association of 
Maryland (ALAM) shows that 
ozone levels are exceeding 
healthy limits during the sum¬ 
mer months in all of the Mary¬ 
land areas monitoring the pol¬ 
lutant. Not surprisingly, levels 
are notably higher in major ur¬ 
ban areas. Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty was among those logging the 
most days (over half the month 
of June, for example) of high 
ozone levels during the summer 
months of 1991. 

Nearly all areas also exceeded 
the fed -1 limit during the per¬ 
iod lov ..ed at in the report. 
What's more, the federal stan¬ 
dard may not be so safe: un¬ 
healthy effects have been well 
documented at lower levels. Ac¬ 
cording to the American Lung 
Association of Maryland to curb 
the effects of ozone pollution in 
Maryland, lower ozone standards 
and adoption of a low emission 
vehicle control program like Cali¬ 
fornia's would be necessary. 

Ozone is a pollutant that can 


damage healthy lungs and make 
existing lung disease worse. 

The ALAM report, “Ozone Air 
Pollution in Maryland: The In¬ 
creasing Role of Motor Ve¬ 
hicles,” was prepared by Dr. 
Bascom at the University of 
Maryland's Environmental Re¬ 
search Facility, along with Kevin 
Shindel and Katrina Barnett, 
ALAM interns. The authors 
looked at ozone levels measured 
at 15 monitoring stations in 
Maryland. Fourteen of the 15 
stations recorded ozone levels ex¬ 
ceeding the federal limit of 0,12 
parts per million (ppm) during 
May, June, July, August, and 
September. The Greenbelt and 
Suitland stations in Prince Geor¬ 
ges County were among those 
recording the most days over 
the healthy limit during the 
sampling months. 

The report found that the 
Greenbelt station recorded 73 
days over 0.08 ppm and the Suit- 
land station recorded 60 days 
over 0.08 ppm during the sam¬ 
pling period. 

As might be suspected, cars 
are the chief culprit: the auto¬ 
mobile is responsible for 55% 
of the air pollution problem in 
the United States. Cars are pro¬ 
jected to become an even more 
prominent factor in Maryland's 
ozone pollution problem by the 
21 st century: by the year 2010, 
75% more cars will be registered 
in the state, commuter traffic 
will increase by over 50%, and

the average time spent on the 
road will increase from 26 to 
33 minutes. 

Under the Clean Air Act of 
1990, Congress allows states to 
choose between federal standards 
for pollution control or to de¬ 
velop a state-based program, 
such as that in California. 

The California Low Emission 
Vehicle Program sets limits on 
tailpipe emissions that are strict¬ 
er than those set forth in the 
federal Clean Air Act. Mary¬ 
land's adoption of this program 
would result in a reduction of 
ozone-causing emissions of up to 
2 8% in the state by the year 
2005. 

The American Lung Associa¬ 
tion of Maryland supports the 
Low Emission Vehicle Program 
which is being considered in An¬ 
napolis during the 1992 session 
of the General Assembly.

It is a matter of priorities, 
Roberts argued, “Why have won¬ 
derful things like the community 
center and indoor pool if people 
are afraid to go out on the 
street? If they fear being at¬ 
tacked in the Roosevelt Center ?"
